Out of Original Draft Have Been 


R einserted— T hey Provide for Grad­ 


ual 
R etirem ent of 
National 
Bank 


Circulation and Refunding of U nit­ 


ed States Bonds. 


Waehiogton, June 27.— T he admin­ 
istration currency bill was Introduced 
In the house and senate. 
As the bill 
finally appears when laid before con­ 
gress it coutulns the three sections 
which were stricken out of the original 
draft and which provide for the grad­ 
ual retirem ent of the national bank 
circulation and the refunding of the 2 
per ceDt United States bonds and the 
substitution therefor 3 per cents with­ 
out circulation privileges. 
T his is the most important change 
that has been made in the bill and it 
represents a considerable concession 
to the bankers, who insisted that any 
revision 
of 
the 
currency 
system 
should contain a provision taking care 
of tlie 2 per cent bonds now deposited 
as a basis for the national bank c ir­ 
culation. 
T he banks obtained unother Impor­ 
tant concession In regard to the pow­ 
er of the federal reserve association to 
fix the rate of discount for the federal 
reserve banks. 
T he bankers of the 
country objected to thia provision and 
It has been changed so that the re­ 
serve banks themselves now huve the 
power of fixing a minimum rate of dis­ 
count, subject to review by the fed­ 
eral reserve board. 
T here has also been a change in re- 
gard to the reserves to be maintained 
by the country banks. 
Under the bill 
as form erly drawn the country banks 
were to m alnta'n a reserve equal to 
15 per cent of the aggregate amount 
of their deposits. 


Rule« Gcvarning R eserve. 


Such reserve must consist of 5 per 
cant of lawful money, held actually 
in their own vaults, and 5 per cent 
with the district federal reserve bank. 
T he remainder of the 15 per cent re­ 
serve for thirty-six months after the 
Inauguration of the new s.', stein may 
consist of balances due to a national 
bank in reserve or central reserve 
cities as now defined by law. 
After 
the thirty-six months, however, the 
remainder of the 15 per cent were 
to consist either of lawful mouey in 
the bank's own vaults or on balances 
on deposit with the federal reserve 
bank in Its district, or both 
W hile the amount of the reserves 
for country banks remains the sume 
the following proviso has been added 
to the section: 
"Provided that the federal reserve 
board may. In Its discretion, permit 
said remainder of 15 per centum re­ 
serve required of couutry banks to 
consist of balances on deposit with 
any hank In a reserve or central re­ 
serve city, as defined by law ." 


In regard to the power of the presi­ 
dent over the federal reserve board 
Mr. 
W ilson und his advisers, how- 
over, 
have 
yielded 
nothing. 
T he 
board still consists of seven 
mem­ 
bers, all of whom are to be appointed 
either directly or Indirectly by the 
proBideut. 
Under the section of the bill which 
has 
been restored 
the 
government 
can Issue not only the $500,000,000 of 
treasury notes authorized in the bill 
In its original form, but also addi­ 
tional notes in an amount equal to 
the amount of national bank notes 
retired.

W as Large 
Land Owner, Sportsman 


and Yachtsman. 


London, June 27.— (Jrom artie Suth- 
erland-Leveson-Gower, fourth duke of 
Sutherland, is dead. 
T he Duke of Sutherland, who was 
born Ju ly 20, 1851, was, with the ex­ 
ception of the emperor of R ussia, the 
largest land owner in Europe. 
His 
Scottish estates 
embraced 
nearly a 
m illion and a half of acres. 
He owned 
30,000 
acres 
In 
Staffordshire 
and 
Shroi#ihire and much landed property 
in other countries. 
T he duke was noted as a sportsman 
and a fine yachtsman. 
As the Marquis 
of Stafford he several times visited 
the United States on shooting trips. 
In 1884 he married Lady M illlcent 
Fanny St. Clalr-Erskine, daughter of 
the fourth E a rl of Rosslyn, two sons 
and one daughter being the result of 
the union. 
In recent years the duke had been 
deeply 
interested 
in a 
colonization 
scheme for W estern Canada.

RESULT S ON T HE DIAMOND 


Fo rme r Pre side nt Taft Spe aks 


at Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, June 27.— T aking as his 
subject "T he R elation of Popular Gov­ 
ernment to Busiuess,” former Presi­ 
dent W illiam Howard T aft, professor 
at Yale university, delivered the prin­ 
cipal address at the dedication of the 
now home of the chamber of com­ 
merce of this city. 
“ T he reformers apparently Ignore 
the necessity for economy and effi­ 
ciency In the administration of public 
affairs.” said 
the 
former 
president. 
"T hese 
supposed reformers 
are so 
radical that the fear of many is that 
the extreme w ill be reached which will 
destroy the permanence of popular 
government and also Individual liber­ 
ties." 
Mr. T aft praised the anti trust laws 
of the country, voicing the hope that 
the business men responsible for the 
conduct of large corporations would 
be compelled b o to operate their busi­ 
ness that they would not only cheapen 
the product, but also treat theii rivals 
fairly. 
In speaking of the Initiative, refer­ 
endum and recall Mr. T aft said: 
"T h e duties which the people must 
perform to make the new machinery 
of the Initiative, the referendum and 
the recall effective are three time« 
that necessary under the representa 
tive system.”

W itness Deicrlbes Efforts of Mysteri­ 


ous Party to Hoodwink W all Street 


Into Paying for Influence to Be Used 


In the Seats of the Mighty at W ash­ 


ington to Influence Legislation. 


Washington, .T ime 27.— T he story of 
an effort to sell a gold brick to W all 
street and how it was foiled was told 
lu part to the senate “ lobby" investi­ 
gating committee at one of the most 
sensation producing sessions it has 
held in Its stormy career. 
It was a tale of how influence was 
to W exerted in the seats of the nngh-

Washington, June 27.—The admin­ 
istration currency bill was introduced 
in the house and senate. 
As the bill 
finally appears when laid before con­ 
gress It contains the three sections 
which were stricken out of the original 
draft and which provide for the grad­ 
ual retirem ent of the national bank 
circulation and the refunding of the 2 
per cent United States bonds ami the 
substitution therefor 3 per cents with­ 
out circulation privileges. 
This Is the most Important change 
that has been made In the bill and it 
represents a considerable concession 
to the bankers, who insisted that any 
revision 
of 
the 
currency 
system 
should contain a provision taking care 
of the 2 per cent bonds now deposited 
as a basis for the national bank cir­ 
culation. 
The banks obtained another impor­ 
tant concession in regard to the pow­ 
er of the federal reserve association to 
fix the rate of discount for the federal 
reserve hanks. 
The hankers of the 
country objected to this provision and 
It has been changed so that the re­ 
serve hanks themselves now have the 
power of fixing a minimum rate of dis­ 
count, subject to review by the fed­ 
eral reserve board.

TH E CURVING OF A BASEBALL. 


It Is Possible Only Because the Ball Is 
an Imperfect Globe and In Compart- j 
son With 
Its Size 
Much 
Rougher 
Than the Surface of the Earth. 


The real reason why a baseball can 
be throw n so th at It will describe w on­ 
derful 
curves 
during 
its 
progress 
through the air is th a t every such ball 
has a surface made up of m ountains, 
▼alleys, craters, canyons, gorges, plains 
and other Irregularities of the surface 
that, when the difference in size is 
taken into consideration, makes the 
surface of the earth seem like plate 
glass. 
If It w ere possible to make a perfect 
sphere—if it were possible to make a 
baseball w ith an absolutely smooth sur­ 
face and an exact sphere—no pitcher 
In the world could m ake it curve. The ( 
very best pitchers basel>all has ever 
known or probably ever will know 
could not make the ball deviate a balr’s 
breadth in its dight. 
And so while It is partly in the art 
or knack the professional pitcher has 
in holding and releasing the baseball 
ss he throw s it, it is also due to the 
fact that a baseball has a wonderfully 
rough surface against which the air 
catches and turns it th a t gives it the 
curve. 
It you pass your hand over a plate 
glass it moves smoothly w ith nothing 
to retard i t 
If you pass your hand 
over an unplaned board you can feel 
the roughness—splinters we call them. 
You cannot move your hand as easily 
over the board. This is the sam e prin 
eiple w ith the baseball. 
There is a 
roughness iii its surface that ca ch e s 
In th e air and forces one side about or 
retards th at side. 
This has but one 
result—to make th e baseball leave Its 
straight course, and In doing this it de­ 
scribes a curve. 
This does not detract in the least 
from the cleverness of the pitcher who 
can so accurately judge his m uscular 
control as to make a baseball curve up 
or down, right or left. 
But the fact 
rem ains th a t It is the roughness of the 
baseball that makes all his pitching 
cleverness possible. 
Take a brand new league ball in 
your hand. 
It looks to be a perfect 
sphere—that is, absolutely even and 
uniform ly round and as “smooth as 
glass.” 
And it may be as smooth as 
glass, for glass also has u rough sur­ 
face. 
P ut a baseball under the most pow­ 
erful microscope, enlarge it microscopi­ 
cally 10,000 diam eters, and w hat do 
you see? The very thing mentioned in 
the first paragraph of this article. The 
surface is rough. 
It looks like the 
landscape in the Alps or Yellowstone 
park or any other rough section of the 
earth. 
It has peaks, ranges, ridges, 
valleys, plains and holes, gulches and 
all sorts of uneven places, and if the 
earth could be made as small as a 
baseball it would be practically a per­ 
fect sphere and absolutely smooth. 
This Is because the highest m ountains 
of the earth and the deepest valleys 
would be millions upon millions of 
tim es sm aller in com parison with the 
rough uneven places on a baseball if 
either the earth were reduced to the 
size of a baseball or a baseball enlarg­ 
ed to the size of the earth. 
If this were not tru e the earth would 
not revolve so regularly upon its axis. 
It would perform an “in shoot” or 
“out shoot” and curve off through 
space. 
Even tho billiard ball has a surface 
much rougher In com parison to its size 
than the surface of the earth, and we 
refer to a billiard ball u s about the 
sm oothest thing known. 
“As smooth 
as a billiard ball” Is a well known 
simile. 
For the sam e reason that a 
perfectly smooth baseball could not be 
curved, a perfectly smooth and per­ 
fectly round billiard ball could not be 
m ade to curve on the table. 
It would 
not take “English,” as billiard players 
call it when they make a ball go for­ 
w ard and then roll backw ard or in any 
direction ju st by th e m anner in which 
they strike it with a chalked cue. 
This fact of roughness causing it to 
spin becomes all too evident when a 
player forgets to chalk his cue and 
plays several shots thereafter. 
If the 
leather tip of the cue becomes shiny 
It will slip on the ball. 
There is no 
purchase with which it can take hold. 
But chalk Is sticky stuff, and the gran­ 
ules are large, so th at a well chalked 
cue has a very rough surface, aud this 
rough surface of the tip of the cue tits 
into the rough projections on the ball, 
and thereby a ball can be given a lot 
of tw ist. 
In order to accomplish this 
successfully, 
moreover, 
the 
billiard 
cloth nap m ust be new and therefore 
rough. 
D uring recent experim entation with 
regard to the kinetic theory of gases 
a Belgian scientist desired to find out 
how perfect a sphere could be made in 
order th at by the clashing of these to ­ 
gether an idea ndght be secured of the 
effect of the collisions of the spherical 
atone: that make up a gas. 
The proj­ 
ect had to be abandoned at last be­ 
cause no machinery could be construct­ 
ed that 
would turn out a 
perfect 
sphere artificially, and nature has no 
perfect sphere of large size in all her 
many foim s of m atter. 
Perfect disks 
could be made, but a round ball was 
beyond the limits of human accom­ 
plishm ent—New' York American. 
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H E official visit to the United 
States of Dr. Lnuro Severiana 
Muller, m inister of foreign af 
fairs of Brazil, marks an Un 
portent step in the relations of the 
United States w ith the Latin Aroerl 
can countries. 
Dr. Muller, who la one 
of the most distinguished statesm an In 
South America, landed at Norfolk, Ta., 
from the Brazilian Dreadnought Minas 
Geraes, the largest battleship of the 
Brazilian navy. 
The ostensible significance of Dr. 
M uller’s visit is to return the one made 
to Brazil in 181K1 by Ellhu Root, thee 
secretary of state. 
There Is, however. 
a deeper significance. 
It is the hope 
of the Brazilian governm ent th a t Dr. 
M uller’s visit to the United States and 
his meeting with President W ilson and 
Secretary Bryan may serve to bring

Morgan, United States am bassador to 
Brazil, who has had much to do in 
bringing about Dr. M uller's visit, la 
also in the party. 
The doctor is said to be a sincere ad­ 
mirer of the United States and seeks to 
perfect the policy of ex-Ambnssador 
Nabuco tow ard a closer relationship be­ 
tween the two nations. 
His eldest son

Here, It was rumored, exist­ 
ed one of the world’s most antiquated 
and revolting penal system*, where 
thousands of men .ire exil rn and doom­ 
ed to a living death. Men troin French 
Guiana had intimated conditions which 
vied with the cruelties of the old con­ 
vict ships, 
Groups of convicts lounged afaint or 
lay sick and Incapacitated on the ve­ 
randas. At night the barred iron door 
of each dormitory is locked, and out­ 
side paces a guard, revolver in hand. 
Sometimes under cover of darkness the 
inmates settle feuds. Occasionally to 
establish leaders rival gangs fight with 
cudgels, knives and even paving stones. 
Some disabled, others dead, the most 
Indomitable are reconciled and form a 
tyrannical secret society.

STRIKE BREAKERS 
FARM WORK 
MAY LEAVE SOON 


A. B. Hostetter Will be Superintend­ 
ent of the Northern Minne­ 
sota District 


THIS COUNTY IS REPRESENTED 


St. Louis, Carlton, Crow Wing and 
Koochiching Counties to Form 
, 
the District 
PlauB for toe organization of a 
Northeastern Minnesota district for 
farm development work are going for­ 
ward. 
If present plans go through, 
A. B. Hostetter, who wilt probably 
be district superintendent, will take 
the field about July I, and each of 
the four counties will have a county 
agent by Aug. I. 
The district will originally consist 
of St. Louis, Carlton, Crow Wing and 
Koochiching counties. 
The county 
board of each county has appropriat­ 
ed money under the Craig bill, thus 
becoming eligible for state aid. 
In 
addition, St. Louis and Carlton coun­ 
ties have qualified for the $1,000 aid 
offered by the crop improvement com­ 
mittee of the council of Grain Ex­ 
changes. 
Ordinarily a district would not be 
organized without more counties, but 
on account of the great size of St. 
I^ouis county and the fact that Lake 
county is a prospect for the future, 
Dean Woods of the state agricultural 
college decided to sanction the organ­ 
ization. 
Aitkin and Itasca counties, 
which were asked to go into the dis­ 
trict, failed to qualify by the county 
boards refusing to madre the required 
appropriations. 
Mr. Hostetter^ appointment as su­ 
perintendent of the district has not 
yet been made, but since the first talk 
of the organization of the district, 
Mr, Hostetter has been considered for 
the place. 
His appointment is ex­ 
pected to be made within a few days 
and he will take up his duties immed­ 
iately. 
Although the appropriations 
for county agents will not uecome 
available uni.. Aug. I, there is mucu 
preliminary work to be done by the 
superintendent. 
The St. Louis coun­ 
ty agent, Fred Ward, 
as been in me 
held for two or three months. 
The Duluth demonstration 
farm 
will be the base of operations, and 
the district superintendent will have 
his headquarters there. 
The agents 
will be experienced farm instructors 
and will work with the farmers in 
tile field under the direction of the 
superintendent.— Duluth Herald.
